gination, theſe are very often irregular, becauſe 
they are produced ſo quick, that there is not time 
enough given for Reaſon to N theſe a 
Man cannot help coming into his Mind, but by 
a ſerious exerciſe in the Practice of Piety and 
Verrue, he may bring himſelf to ſuch a Temper, 
that he ſhall not have ſo many ir ar undecent 
motions in his Mind upon any occaſion whatſoever 
as he was wont to have, and that which was for- 
merly a Temptation to him, ſhall at laſt be none; 
but the firſt motions and workings of his Mind, 
howeyer they be occaſion'd, are in a great meaſure 
out of His power. And farther, there are ſome 
caſes where a Man's Thoughts are in a manner

No Man is drawn 
to commir Sin, by any State or Condition, that 
God hath put him into, no; nor by any Tempta- 
tion, either outward or inward, that is preſented 
to him; tis not a Sin to be Tempted; if we con- 
ſent not tothe Temptation, nor yet to feel that 
we are Tempted by ſome diſorderly Inclina- 
tion, that ariſes in our Minds, from the indiſ- 

ſirion of our Bodies: The conſent of our 

Hs, indeed to a Temptation, is a Sin in us; 
yet that Sin, is not ſo great as it will be after- 
wards, if it be brought to Action; Sin in the De- 
ſire, or Purpoſe, is not ſo great, as if it be brought 
to Action, when it comes to be acted; it is then a 
Sin in it's full Dimenſions, and the conſequents 
of it may be fatal without Repentance ; there- 
fore to prevent theſe Errors, before we ſuffer 
them to proceed ſo far, is our chiefeſt Wiſdom. 
For why ſhould I ſuffer my ſelf to do that, now, 
which I am ſure I muſt be ſorry for hereafter, or 
elſe it may prove my Ruin: We are therefore 
to be careful to reſiſt the firſt beginning, and 
motions to Sin: This being the fureſt remedy, 
to preſerve in a great mgafure our Innocency, 
and to keep our Minds from conſenting to Tem- 
ptation; we ſhall hereby have further advantage; 
we ſhall gain ſtrength againſt the next time, 
that the Temptation returns, every check we 
give to the firſt motions of Sin, makes the next 
Aſſault of them the leſs futious ; and if we thus 
watch and guard our Hearts, we ſhall in time 
obtain ſuch a command over them; we ſhall not 
be troubled with a quarter of theſe irregular De- 
ſires and Paſſions, which heretofore upon - ſeve- 
ral occaſions uſed to be kindled in us.

The Flitrerer, may be deem d, the moſt 
nicious of Enemies; for his ill Practice would 
mpoſe upon the all knowing God; and abuſe the 
Eyes of them that are Wile ; and as God abhors a. 
falſe Devotion, ſ a Wiſe Man ought to deteſt 2 
falſe Amity ;' 2 Flatterer is dumb, in the Preſence 
of the Vicious; there is nothing ſo contrary to Com- 
Plaifance, as Conſcience; This does very often 
condemn, - even while che fotmer is commending; 
bur as the Slanders of the Malicious do not hinder,

is one of the nobleſt undertakings that we can ac- 

uire, in order to which we ſhould keep our 
* as far from ill converſation as we can, their 
hatred will do us leſs harm than their converſation. 
Evil Men are enemies that will do us more miſ- 
chief by peace with them, than by war: Their 
temper is ſuch, that when they can do no harm to 
our Conſciences, yet they will do it do our R 
putation ; they will ſtrive to render us infamous, 
though they cannot make us Vicious, their Spiric 
ſeems fit to invent what is wicked; they that ſhew 
a hatred or coldneſs towards Perſons of worth 
and religion, declare by the averſion, they hate 
that which is good, they 1 Felicity, being 
deſtitute of wit and reaſon: There is no true Fe- 
Iieity that can be acquired without Vertue; no 
Man- can own his Felicity to his ignorance, but 
to the innocency and goodneſs of his Mind; tho 
tis ſaid of the thoughtleſs, that they are not un- 
happy, tis for want of a ſenſe, that hinders them 
from being fo, and this is no very honourable ad- 
vantage to them, that they are free from care and 
trouble, as Stones are free from ſickneſs, or Beaſts 
from remorſe of Con ſcience. If a marble Stone 
feels nothing of pain, we do not ſay for that rea- 
ſon it is very well, we do not account it. in health 
but unſenſible; and thus it is after the ſame man- 
ner with the thoughtleſs/ they are never the leſs 
miſerable, though they know it not. Their amity
